Although you might fappofe, that, by putting roar mohey 
into trade, you would make a much greater advancement of

Weanfwer, that thefe reflections are melancholy and fevere 
—but fhould the caufe of your diftreffes be. removed, and you 
be perfuaded, that none of them, however multiplied they may 


| have been, arofe from the principles of injuftice on the one 


handy or inattention to the public weal on the other, but from 
a want of acquaintance with the operation and effects of a pa- 
per medium, we fhould be doing injuftice to your patrioufn 
atid virtue to doubr of a reftoration of your confidence in the 
public. faith. 

That right may be done to all the creditors of Government, 
we have repealed the pafagraph of the law which poftpomed the

juft and punctual payment of that intereft which bas been folemn- 
iy promifed. : 

The value of. money, which is but a reprefentative of oe 
perty, will ever be regulated by the common confent of the 
people at Jarge ; hence the attempts of any legiflature to regu- 
late it muft prove abortive : Long experience has put the truth 
of this obfervation beyond di co ae ” 

We have now made the paper currency a tender according 
to the value eftabliihed by yourfelves in your mutual commerce 
—the,method in which this value is to be liquidared and afcer- 
tained will appear from the at making it a tender *, and in 
which due provifion is made to defend poor debtors from the 
rigour of unreafunable creditors. Your confidence in the wif- 
dom and integrity of the jaftices of the Supreme Judicial Court 
will, we hope, make this method agreeable. 

As the late tender act itood, the debtor might, under the fanc- 
tion of Jaw, deprive his creditor of feven-fifteenths of his property 
without remedy——than which nothing could be morein iqu‘tous. 

Great wrongs, it is too notorious, have been done to indi- 
viduals.; and the burdens of fupporting the war have been very 
anequal.;  Jaftice, therefore, manifettly dictated a repeal, 
which was alfo found neceflary on other occafions. For the 
circumftances of the army the year pait, are well kaewn to be 
fuch as demanded inftant and effectual relief. This ‘could be 
effected.only by taxation and loaning. 

The former has been of lave pragtifed to an extent which the 
legiflature would have giadly declined, could it have coalitted 
with the public fafery. 

The latter. was utterly impracticable, while the laws of the 

. land denied to the lender. his right. 

If, therefore, honefty is the beft policy—if rightcoufnefs 
exalteth a nation, we conceive the falutary effects of this mea- 
fare will be manifett, and its policy—its juftice—and its ne- 
ceility, will be felt and acknowledged by the community. 

Our public debt docs not exceed twelve hundred thoufand 
pounds. This is net more than double the fum you paid the 
laft year in taxes ; and but one feventh part of the intereft that 
arifes annually on the national debt of Britain. 

We acknowledge our debt is confiderable ; but we 
contemplate the important obje@ for. which it was contracted — 
when you confider the con{tant increafe of numbers, and that 
we are cven now more numerous, by feveral thoufands, than 

we were at the commencement of the prefent war —when you 
confider the extending fettlements and copious refources of the 
country —and look forward to the free commerce thereof, 
which, eftablifhed by a peace on American principles, will in- 
fure.a degree of affluence, at leat, fafficient to enable you to

| difcharge yours, and fully adequate to the welfare of a people, 


—we cannot but conclude that you will confider the debt a 
fmaller matter than might have Leen expeéted ; and be relieved 
of al] anxiety about your future circamitances. 

There will Rill remain a defitiency of three hnadred and 
tweaty thoufand pounds, which mut be provided for by taxes 
upoo palls and citates— but confidering the amount of thofe al- 
ready iflued and now collecting, -with the burdens_on our con- 
ffituents by reafon cf completing the army, and fuppiying the 
requifitions for vitualling them, we have thought it cx ecient 
to puftpone the act for fevying the fame, until the next ” feffion 
of the general court. 

Litrle, if any thing, need be fuid to convince you of the rea- 
forableneis, unlity, or neceihty of making feafouable provilion 
or compliance with this med‘ure. 

This tax. does not amount to more than half thé taxes of the 
lait years and the whole wiil fos be called for at-once, but in 
half-yearly payments.

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And, although we are far from regarding it a3 {mall and in” 
confiderable, yet taking into view its important objects — the 
defence of the (tate againit invafion-——the payment and fapplies. 
of the army—the reftoration and eftablifiment of the public 
credit ; and facilitating the loans—and that’éven our political 
exiftence may depend on this exertion; we cannot entertain a 
fufpicion that the free citizens of this eommonwealth will hefi- 


| tate @ momeat upon the fubject, but affure ourfelves that they 


will rather anticipate than pottpone their payments. 

In the mean time, while the propofed tax is fufpended for the 
relief of the fubject, the exigencies of government are fuch, as 
rendering it abfolutely neceffary that the taxes now out-fhould 
be immediately collected and paid in; and it will afford a mi- 
{erable confolation to a friend of his conntry, that a temporary 
relief from one tax had taken off the general attention to 
another, in confequence whereof the fupplies had ceafedy the ar- 
my had been disbanded, and the country enflaved - - Wherefore, 
we conjure you, by all the ties of honour and patriotifm, to 
gite up every confideration -of private advantage which you 
may propofe to yourfelves for the improvement * of the money 
already affeffed, and that without delay the fame be paid into 
the Trea‘ury, as it is smpofible to fapport an army if the people 
evith-hold their taxes. — Let it, on the contrary, be evident, 
that the freemen of Maffachufetts are animated with the fame 
principles whith infpired them im the early ftagcs of the con- 
teft, and that the falvation of their country ablorbs every other 
object. ‘Thus thall we da/h the laf? hope of our enemy, found- 
ed as it is upon the érattention and avarice of any part of the 
community. 
~ Thus have we, With all fimplicity, and in the fulleft man - 
ner, difclofed to you the real fituation of our public affairs, our 
plans, and the reafons of them. , 

And, may we not, on a review of them, with confidence and 
pleafure, afk you, Whether any confideration of perfonal eafe 
or miftaken patriotifm, can induce you to negle& the fup- 
port of that glorious fabric of Frerrom, which is founded in 
the blood of your deareft conneétions, and reared by uacxam- 
pled efforts of fortitude and patriotifin ? 

Happy are we in finding, among the numerous inhabitants 
of this free and independent ftare, fo very few whofe powers of 
difcernment and the means of information are fuch, as to ex- 
pofe them to fall a prey to the artifices of the enemy, and en- 
tertain an idea of returning to a ftate of dependence on Bri 
tain: But, in tendernefs to-thofe unhappy mifguided perfon:, 
- we beg yourtindulge while we fuggelt a few confiderations, 
which you might otherwife ju‘tly refent as an infalt upoa a vir- 
tuous and enlightened people. 

Great Britain would receive the fubmiflion of America as 
faccefs due to the juftice of her catfe; and, while the triumph- 
ed in our wrongs, would burden us with the many millions hi- 
therto lavifhed im vain attempts to fabjugate us, and to wreft 
from us the rights of human nature.—Contempt would croad 
upon misfortune, and infult be added to injury. —National ho- 
pour at an end, no foreign power would aid our querrel, or re- 
lieve our diftrefs ; and our lateft pofterity miferably expiring, 
would execrate our memories, while they reproa¢hed our per- 
fidy and bafenefs.—In addition to this, France aud Spain, the 
generous avengers of our injuries, whofe blood and treafure 
bare been profufely expended in our defence, thus infalted and 
abufed by a breach of compact, would be fully authorifed, by 
the laws of nations, in taking exemplary vengeance on our de- 
fection. 

Another confideration prefents itfelf to our view, and des 
mands the moft ferious attention. Our brethren of the army, 
from a firm reliance on our Gr{t declarations, which pledged to 
them our fives and fortenes for mutual fupport, can never be a- 
bandoned’; they have hitherto borne, with patient expectation 
of better days, the toils of military duty. Much is due to their 
firmnefs and perfeverance. Rendered as they are by their ex- 
ertions peculiarly obnoxious, they can have no hepe but what 
centers in the happy completion of our independence. Let it 
be our care to fecond their generous @ffortsy and pay that tri- 
bute to their fervices which f much merit exa&s, and which 
gur plighted faith requires as a debt of juitice from ourfelves. 

We are no ftrangers to the defigning whifper of our enemies, 
which, circulated with fedulous induftry, as well in Europe as 
America, would lead the world to believe, that the terms of 
reconciliation offered by Britain were fach as the honour and 
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interelt of the céutinent would hawe been confulted by accept- 
ing. , 

To defeat thefe infinuations, we need only remark, that ¢- 
ven the foecioufnefs of appearances could not conceal the fal- 
lacy of their defigns. The Parliament of Britain re ferved to 





themfelves the controul! of every engagement which their Com- 
mithoners might enter into. this reftriction, had every 
propolition which their Commoners made been acceded to by 
us, @r.propofals the moft honourable been made by us and ac- 
ceded to by them, and finally difapproved of by their Purlia- 
ment, we fhould, when too late to remedy the evil, have found 
ourfelves duped by the arts of negoctation— reiting upoa pro- 
fefiions which had no other views to accommodation, but fach 
as were founded on a hope, that, our army being difbanded, 
and our pecple lulled into a fallacious fecurity by falfe promi- 
fes, we fhould no longer be able to make head again“ their re- 
iterated attacks. 

Nor was even this fhadowy fyfem adopted, antil oar fo- 
reign connections, whitch the pride and obftinacy of Britian had 
induced us to contract, were entered imto aad filly ratified, 
and from which neither hononr as a nation, nor honelty as ia- 
dividuals, would fufer us to recede. 

Ain honourable peace cannot be obtained bat at the point of 
the {word ; for the infolence of our enemies claims. and the 
meafare of their barbarities, have ewer been proportioned tw 
their ideas of oar dtrength and refources.s Should we then bafe- 
ly lay our fwords at their feet, can we entertain a dowbi bu 
that, “after plunging'them into our bofoms, they would fabri- 
cate them inte.thackles for our fons? This perfcalion alone 
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fhould roufe up all that is Americanwithin you, and ftimulate 
to every exertion of your: abilities .(for completing your army 
and providing amply for its ~~ es hi the dread of flavery,’ 
the fenfations of hondur and huiaiity, and the diétates of re- 
ligion can in{pire. i =” 

If, in the firlt ftages of this glorious conteft, the freemen of 
America, undifciplined and unprovided, deftitute of internal 
refources, .or foreign connections, and having no government 
but fuch as was exercifed by commen confent from day to day, 
could fuccefsfully oppofethé armies of Britain ; ic follows by ir- 
refitable conclufion, that taught by experience the art of war, 
farnifhed with every thing néceffary for its continuance, and 
fupported by the energy of an excellent political conititution, 
we cannot fail, by a junction of our own powers, bovourably ex- 
erted, with the proffered aid of Europe, under the aufpices of 
Heaven, to fecure our independence and all its ateendant blef- 
fings. But if, with victory, peace and liberty full in our view, 
we permit either avarice or indolenee to deprive us of them, 
we deferve to fuffer beyond the example of any other people, 
all the miferiés of flavery, contempt and infult, which a mer- 
cilefs conqueror can infitct. 

« Being your brethren, honoured with your fuffrages in a day 
of danger and adterfity, we could nut reconcile it to our duty, 
or the affection we bear you, to be filent at the prefent molt 
important crifis. ‘

The Lord Chancellor informed the Committee, that it was his inten- - 


tion to move, that almoft all the remainifg claufes, which had not 


been ¢confidered in-the two former fittings of the Committee, fhould be | 
fruck out of the bill: But he wijhed to be correétly underitood, that - 
he had refolved upon this ftep, without having the leaft objection to - 


thofe claufes, or the principle of the bill; and that the only reafon 
why he was induced to make fuch a motion was, that there was not 
iow fuffictent time to give'the fobjeé all that difcuffion the importance 
of it requifed. It would, be highly. improper therefore to hurry thote 
claufes into a law,- before it thould have been confidered whether they 
tended to promote the grat objec of the bill... ‘That object was to 
free the Supreme Council from the controul of the Court of Jndicature, 
and to enable Courts of Revenue to proceed in their offices without 
any interruption from the Judges.. The part of the bill which had 
already pafled through the Committee would anfwer thefe two ends ; 
nor did he fee any reafon why the Houfe thould proceed without due 
deliberation, to pafs the remaining clauies, when it did not appear, 
that there was ‘at prefent any preffing neceflity for more regulations 
than had been already made. He then gave a fhort account of the 


_ ftate of India, previous to the act of the 13th of his pretent Majefty, 


to which the Supreme Court of Judicature owes its inftitution; and 
obferved, that whoever would give himéfelf the trouble to read that aét, 
mutt, upon the very face of it, difeover, that the idea which Parlia- 
ment had in view when that act was pafled, was merely to fereen the 
European fubjects, fettled io-our dominions in India, from the tyranny 
and oppreifion of their rulers. ‘Thofe rulers, vetted with moit ample 
powers, had frquently abufed them: The aét above alladed to was 
made to ferve asa thield to protect the weak fromthe violence of their 
rulers : And it was deemed neceffary to extend -this proteétion, not to 
Britith born fubjeéts only, but to fuch of the native Indians as were 
immediatély conneéted with them. This appeared to him to be the 
whole of the principle of that act; and if any inconveniencies had a- 
riffn from it, the prefent bill was calculated to remove them. What 
had already patled of it would anfwer that end; nor would he, on any 
account.whatever, move that a claute, nay even a word of the remain« 
der fhould be ftruck out, if there was fa'Rcient time to confider it ma- 
turely, ard if he had not refolved in his own mind to bring the fubje 
again before Parliament, the very firft opportunity in the next Sef= 
fion, he fhovld turn his thoughts to it during the recefs, and endeavour 
to frame another bill, that thould extend the principle of the prefent, 
and/give it greater operation. With this refolution, his Lordihip moved, 
That all the remaining claufes be omitted.

The report of the day {till continues as various and uncer- 
tain as before. According to the prefent rumours the French 
have mifcarried in their attempt on St Lucia,: but, have taken 
the Panther, of 64 gans, which they have fitted and officered 
for the French King's fervice ; while on our fide Lord Mul- 
grave has been unfuctesful in his attempt on Flathing, where 
he .ound fix fhips of the line to oppofe him. Ass neither of 
thefe occurtences are warranted by good authority, we give 
them our réaders merely as the report of the day. : 

An exprefs has been received at the Admiralty from Admi- 
ral Edwards, with the following account, that in lat. 42. long, 
28. 40. on the 18th of June he fell in with the Dedafus. and 
Brone, with the merchaat thips for Quebec and Newfoundland 
under their convoy, confilting of about 107 fails he intended 
to take them with him to St John’s, afterwards to fend a con- 
voy to Hiallifax, and the reft he intended to fee fale into the 
river St Lawrence, in confequence of being informed that a 
large flect of Anicrican privateers were fitting out to intercept 
thofe fleets. 

The Grantham packet, which-filed from Falmouth the 19th 
of April, is. hourly expected with difpatches from Admiral 
Rodney, and the arrival of the Speedy packet from New-York 
with difpatches from Sir Henry Clinton, is hourly looked for. 

They. write from Plymouth, that the outward-bound Eatt 
India fhips with their convoy, which failed fome time fince, 
had been chaced by Admiral Darby’s fleet, who miftook them 
for an enemy. “The Eailt-India thips, being apprehenfive that 
they were purfued by the French fleet, crouded all the fail 
poflibly they could, by which means feveral of them loft yards 
and top-malts, before the miftake was difcovered.
